The old bill required that all 
spreaders of tuberculosis be con¬ 
fined in State hospitals. 

The new bill also carries an 
appropriation of $10,000 a year 
for each of the next two year* 

Under the original bill, a health 
officer would iw required to go 
into court and swear to an affi¬ 
davit against any person he sus- 
jjected of violating isolation laws. 
Under the new bill, such action 
would be left to the officer’s dis¬ 
cretion. 

Under the new bill, spreading 
tuberculosis would atill be a 
crime, as it was under the first 
bill, punishable by a maximum 
$500 fine or a six-month Jail sen¬ 
tence, cr both. A pcrocift coi«'«'vte?l 
of spreading tuberculosis would 
be forcibly hospitalized, if facili¬ 
ties were available during the 
ti'rm of his sentence.

Before there was a second to 
Ruh’s motion, however, Moloney 
said: 

“If this bill is as important as 
its sjyonsor says it is, it would be 
outrageous to force it down the 
‘throats of this body without de¬ 
bate.” 

Moloney then asked Ruh ty de¬ 
fine this provision of the bill: 
“Reasonable evidentiary grounds 
lui 'uelit-r iliai any jyerson is a 
subversive person shall be cause 
for chscharge” from any State, 
County or City office. 

“Just what do you mean by 
‘reasonable evidentiary grounds'/ 
Moloney asked. 

Ruh replied: “Proving anything 
of this nature is going to be dif¬ 
ficult, of course. We’d have to 
take into consideration the events 
' of a person’s life—his acts and 
'the organizations he’s joined. 
Does that answer your question?” 

“No," said Moloney. ‘‘I want 
to know what standards you’d 
use to Judge a person.” 

Then Moloney asked Ruh what 
he meant by “foreign subversvie 
organization,” another phrase in 
the bill. 

Ruh said that meant the Com¬ 
munist Party. 

‘Then why doesn’t the bill say 
Communist Party?” Moloney 
asked. 

Agrees To Amendment 

Ruh said he’d agree to an 
amendment to that effect; that he 
knew Moloney to be “a man of 
integrity” and that he was simply 
examining the bill from an at¬ 
torney’s technical viewpoint. 

Moloney then asked Ruh wha 
would administer the bill. 

Ruh said he believed the at¬ 
torney general’s office would. 

‘The present attorney general 
would suit me Just fine,” said 
Moloney. But he indicated that 
perhaps a subsequent attorney 
genera’ nr.Ight irJaapply the la.v. 

“I Just don’t want a bill that 
would put us in worse danger 
than the Communists have,” Mo¬ 
loney said.

tucky Green Pastures Cornmitt^ 
indicates the great damage which 
two years of drouth have done to 
grasses and hays in the state. 

Reports of county agents show 
that probably three million acres 
of old pastures have been dam¬ 
aged, and 75 to 80 percent of the 
1953 seedings have been killed. 

Nearly a third of a million acres 
of the 1953 pasture seedings and 
a half-million acres of old estab¬ 
lished pastures were destroyed 
by the drouth of 1952 and '53. 

The College of Agriculture of 
the University of Kentucky is 
urging farmers to reseed or reno¬ 
vate pastures wherever possible 
and to sow alfalfa, red clover, 
Irspedeza or other hay and pas¬ 
ture crops. 

Extension circular No. 5 1 0, 
“Pasture in Kentucky,” was pub¬ 
lished recently by the University.

can't blame the state’s legislators for hanging 
back, for giving passive assent to something most 
of them don't ilke. But we honor Senator Mo¬ 
loney for questioning the bill, for demanding 
time to debate its dubious sections, and we hope 
and pray that a few other fearless men will Join 
him. Surely the loyalty of Kentuckians to their 
country and their flag is well enough established 
by now so that their elected fellows can protest 
this aspersion on it without being despised as 
traitors' This of course will probably not be 
enough to defeat the bill, or even to induce one 
man to vote against it But at least let us not 
add this unworthy bill to Kentucky's statutes 
without some recognition of its unworthiness, 
and of the forces which are pushing it upon us. 


IF WE PASS THE BUCK.M.AN BILL. 
LET’S HAVE NO ILLUSIONS 


(From Courier-Journal) 

It should not require any great amount of 
courage or discernment for a Kentucky legislator 
to tell his fellows that we neither need nor should 
have a statute like the so-called Buckman Bill. 
And yet, the times and political realities ’.c',ng 
what they are. Senator Moloney must be praised 
as a man of courage for even questioning the 
phrasing of this unwise and unnecessary bill. 

It seems to be taken for granted that the bill 
will become a law without a dissenting vote, al¬ 
though nobody has shown how it can benefit 
Kentucky or why it may safeguard us more ade¬ 
quately than the anti-subversive laws which have 
reposed quietly for years on the statute books. 
The flag which the bill’s sponsor referred to so 
feelingly has flown in Kentucky for almost two 
centuries without it and appears in no danger 
now. But the very ambiguity of the bill, the 
vagueness to which Senator Moloney so properly 
objected, 1$ a measure of its potential danger, 
not only to possible political dissenters of the 
future, but to the pleasant climate of mutual 
tolerance and freedom from suspicion that have 
marked the lives of Kentuckians heretofore. 

Elmer Davis has a timely reminder for Ken¬ 
tucky in his new book. But We Were Bom Free. 
He says of this fear of our time: 

The first and great commandment is: What¬ 
ever you do, don’t let them scare you. For the 
men who are trying to do this are scared them- 
.selves. They are afraid that what they think 
will not stand up to critical examination; they 
are afraid that the principles on which this 
Republic was founded and has been conducted 
are wrong. They will tell you there is a haz¬ 
ard in the freedom of the mind and of course 
there is, as in any freedom.

: Aid For Claimants 
For Compensation 

FR ANKFORT. Kv. Feb Ti— 
Increased workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion benefits were propoid in 
bills offered in both the House 
and Senate by five Senatot.s and 
five Representatives. 

The bill provides that maximum 
death heneflts be increased from 
$9,500 to $14,000; burial benefits 
from $300 to $500; floor of week¬ 
ly payments raised from $7 to 
$15 and the ceiling from $26 to 
$35 a week, and the basis for de¬ 
termining disability compensation 
be from 85 to 75 percent of aver¬ 
age weekly salary. 

Other ceilings set were; 

Total disability, from $11,500 
to $15,000; weekly payment floor 
from minimum of $7 to $15; max¬ 
imum. $27 to $35. Permanent 
partial disability, $9,500 to $14,- 
000—^with floor raise from $7 to 
$15, and ceiling, $24 to $35.
